The annual ratepayers meeting held 
last Friday evening was better at- 
tended by the taxpayers than the one 
held a year ago, Some interesting 
discussions took place. 

R. A, Wilson was appointed chair- 
man of the meeting, r ; 

‘he medical health officer reported 
that the tiealth of the town had been 
very good. ‘There had been no com- 
municable diseases in the town. He 
stressed the importance of garbage 
removal as a means of combating 
disease caused by flies, He also com- 
mented on the improvement made to 
the cafes in town, requiring tiem 
to have separate washroom facilities 
so located that the public did not 
bave to pass through the kitchen 
where focd was being prepared, 

The financial report of the finance 
committee indicated tivat the town 
was in a slightly better condition 
than atthe end of 1944, with o 
bank balance of $5,484.07, and $6000 
in Victory Bonds, Collections on ac- 
count of current levy amounted wo 
$16,438.97 or approxmately 89 percent 
of the levy had been collected, While 
the school board had requisitioned for 
$12,000 for school purposes, only 
$9,269.01 had been levied for leaviug 
a balance due the school district 07 
$2,730.00 

The Community Hall committee +> 
ported that the hail had made a smail 
profit this year. It had been suggest- 
eda year ago that the walls and 
‘ceiling be attended to, but due to the 
difficulty of getting material nothing 
had been done, but it was toped that 
the material would soon be available 
for this purpose. 

The ‘Fire, Light and Police com 
mittee reported that two calls had 
been registered during the year. One 
to a plank sidewalk at the west end 
of the town that had vaught fire, and 
the other to the house of Hugh Wil- 
son, located a couple of miles north 
of town, Both fires were exting 
uished. : i 

A new fire engine had been pur 
chased during the year at a cost of 
$1,415.41. A charge of $25.00 plus 
the cost of material used, will be 
made whenever the fire engine is 
usd outside the town of Cleichn. 

Th electric light franchise was re: 
newed during the year. The electric 
light and power service had been most 
satisfactory, i 

During the year there were 15 con- 
victions; 54 complajnts, and 92 
warnings given. All complaints had 
been investigated and dealt with 
Police vourt costs paid to the town 
amounted to $21.50 

The Waterworks Committee report: 
ed a plentiful supply of water, the dif- 
ficulty being in the distribution sys- 

tem. Leaks have been repaired as 
goon as they were located, A num: 
ber of valves were taken up and put 
in working order sp that it is now 
possible to sectionalize the system 
and repairs can now be made to one 
section without having to shut of the 
mihole water system, It is intended to 
replace the old mains with new 1- 
inch pipe, The pipe is now on hand 
and it is expected that replacementy 
will be made this summer. ‘Water-

Fire Destroys Town 
Pumping House | 
At Water Tower 


Last Thursday evening about 3 
o’clock fire broke out in the pump 
house located directly below the 
water tower, completely destroying it 


The town work shop directly south 
and directly in the path of the cinders 
and heat was saved by superhuman 
efforts, A couple of small streams of 
hand pumped water and hundreds uf 
shovels full of snow thrown on the 
oof did the trick, 

Further south and across the strect, 
the curling rink boys were keeping an 
eye on the building and shovelling 
snow on the roof.

The blaze was discovered by Chas. 
Thompson who happened to go out- 
side his home and smelt the smoke 
drifting with the bitterly cold wind 
from the north, Investgating the cause 
of the smoke discovered the pump 
house on fire. E. H. Froggatt was the 
first to arrive at the scene and opening 
the door noticed the fire was not any- 
where near the stove but on the north 
wall, evidently caused by a short vir- 
cuit, since the electric motor and the 
wiring was located there, 

When the new chemical engine ay- 
rived on the scene difficulty was 
experienced in getting) the machine 
to work properly, since no one seem- 
ied to know how to operate it, Only a 
small stream of chemical came 
from the nozzel and had no more ef- 
fect on the fire than a garden hose. 
Meanwhile the fire raged upward 
inside the wooden sheathing leading 
to the tank high above. iAs the fire 
burnt upward parts of the sheathing 
fell away. Finally there was a blank 
space from the ground upward for a 


distance o f about thirty feet

Shortages In Britain 
SHORTAGES OF SOME FOODS and other items have caused incon- 
venience to the people here during the war years. Since the war has ended 
many of these shortages have continued, and in some cases it has grown 
more difficult to purchase certain items which we are accustomed to have 
in abundance. Such inconvenience has given rise to understandable annoy- 
ance and irritation, but some excerpts from an article dealing with the 
problems of a British housewife, and published recently by the British 
Ministry of Information, should make us feel that we in Canada, have 
little cause for complaint. The article says in part: “The people of 
Britain have by this time accepted the fact that for the next few months 
at least the food situation is likely to be worse, not better, than it was 

before the end of the war.” 
a * * * * 
4 Continuing, the article tells of the shortage of 
A Scarcity Of tats and meat in Britain, “It must be admitted,” 
it states, “that it was # distinct shock last May 
Fats And Meat when the weekly four ounces of bacon was 
slashed to three ounces, and the two ounces of cooking fat with which the 
housewife was struggling was cut in half. Thankfully we heard that the 
weekly eight ounces of sugar (per person) would stay where it was, that 
our monthly one pound of preserves would remain and our weekly 1s, 2d. 
worth of meat (including 2d. of canned meat) would still be available, with 
the usual weekly four ounces of margarine and two ounces of butter. More, 
we were positively grateful for the rise of one-half ounce per week in the 
tea ration, bringing it up to two and one-half ounces each. (No One out- 
side Britain can realize what a stepper-up of morale a nice hot cup of tea 
has been for six years to its people.). 
* * * * * 

“During the war, the British people’ were buoyed 
Hoped For End up by the hope that when the fighting came to an 
. . end, so would most of their rationing troubles. 
Of Rationing But today they realize that these are likely to 
continue, due to world shortages of fcod, of fat, and national economy in 
coal and coke, In spite of this, the article relates that there are many 
“quite passionate” offers from families willing to take starving children, 
including German children, into their homes ‘‘without ration books.” Clothes, 
it is stated, are an ever-present worry, for 36 coupons for an adult must 
last a year, and those twelve months seem a long, long time, especially 
when personal coupons must be used to replace household requirements. A 
winter coat or a suit takes 18 coupons each, shoes seven coupons, a pair 
of fully-fashioned stockings three. Thus 28 out of 36 gone, and eight 
is a very small number to keep against possible contingencies, Fortunately, 
all children receive 10 extra coupons and all children between 1314 and 
16-years-old get 10 plus 20, making 30. Moreover, if a child under 1314 is 
growing rapidly he also qualifies for this extra 20 if his weight, height 
and shoe-size warrant it. These are only a few of the many facts related, 
but they show that we in Canada have suffered very little, as compared to 
the countries across the ocean, because of wartime shortages.

Solid confidence in Canada’s imme- 
diate future and the important part 
she can play in the promction of inter- 
national understanding and well-being 
were voiced by Morris W. Wilson, 
President of The Royal Bank of 
Canada at the Bank’s Annual Meeting. 

Referring to reconstruction prob- 
lems, Mr. Wilson said: “The first im- 
portant task in our post-war recon- 
struction is the conversion of industry 
to production of the basic needs of a 
civilized community, with the mini- 
mum of dislocation, unemployment, 
and friction. For two or three years, 
since we passed the peak of our war 
effort, we have been giving thought 
to the reconstruction period. Now, we 
are in it, The problem is no longer 
speculative, but is gradually being met 
in a practical manner, more or less 
satisfactorily. If one or more sections 
of the masterpiece we desire to pro- 
duce are not filled in at once, let us 
not worry too much, but look at the 
whole picture and its good prospects. 
Many of our people, not realizing the 
nature of the real problems in recon- 
version and reconstruction, want a 
quick answer to all questions, and an 
immediate ‘completion of all plans. 
There cannot be such an easy way: 
changes in nature, people, and life are 
continuous, not abrupt.” 

READY TO MOVE FORWARD 

Solid ground for optimism was to be 
found, said Mr. Wilson, in Canada’s 
tremendous record of accomplishment 
since the turn of the century. “Have 
our people confidence in themselves?” 
asked Mr. Wilson. “If they would 
pause and reflect upon the historic 
advance of their country, they would 
find few reasons for depression and 
many reasons to justify hope of 
success. The record of what was ac- 


complished is marvellous, the advance- | 


ment of every year being built upon 
that of preceding years. Some inter- 
ruption occurred, but now we are 
ready again to move forward. A com- 
parison between our material circum- 
stances in 1900 and in 1945 is well 
worth looking at. 

“Here are some figures which 
should be considered alongside the 
fact that our population has increased 
just 123 per cent. in the 45 years un- 
der review. The number of acres 


occupied for farm purposes increased | 


176>per cent.; the value of farm prop- 
erty, in dollars of the same purchas- 
ing power, jumped to 251 per cent, of 
what it was in 1900; the value of 
agricultural products exported rose 
800 per cent., and the number of 
bushels of wheat we produced grew 
by 685 per cent. The increase in our 
production of minerals was: co} , 
2.079 per cent.; gold, 114; Jead, 377; 
nickel, 3.781; silver, 204; asbestos, 
1.115. Our output of wood pulp in- 
creased 1,892 per cent. Our railways 
expanded their track mileage 133 per 
cent,, the number of passengers 214 
per cent., and tons of freight 302 per 
cent, The tonnage of sea-borne ship- 
ping cleared at Canadian ports rose 
by 288 per cent. Telephone instru- 
ments in use increased by 2.585 per 
cent. Electric incandescent lamps, so 
numerous to-day as to be imprac- 
ticable to count, nu:nbered only 815,- 


000 in 1900, Radios, automobiles and |

“And now, what should we do to 
make sure the progress of the past 
half century is continued and ex- 
panded in the next 50 years? 
no doubt that we have made mistakes 
and will continue to make mistakes 
in preparation for and conduct of our 
economic plans, but if we look ahead 
carefully, make our plans as prudent 
individuals, corporations and as a na- 
tion, and carry them out energetic- 
ally, I am very sure the greatest 
half century in Canada’s history lies 
just ahead, 

“When we review the past 45 years 


and reflect on these things which have | 


been accomplished, surely we find it 
evident that Canada and its people, 
with a record like that, do not need 
to be fearful of the future just because 
they cannot pull out of a pigeon-hole 
the complete answer to every ques- 
tion posed.” 

Mr. Wilson, however, warned that 
Canadians could not rest on past 
achievements, Future progress de- 
pended also on a frank appraisal of 
weaknesses and demanded imagina- 
tive leadership. Particularly, he 
stressed the danger of proposals to 
make of Canada a self-sufficient na- 
tion—a policy which if pursued could

“The International Monetary Fund 
and the International Bank of Recon- 
struction set up under the Bretton 
Woods agreement are evidence of a} 
good spirit. I believe we have done 
well so far in making these arrange- 
ments; they present an outward and 
visible sign that nations are conscious 
of the world outside themselves.” 

“Our geographical position makes 
us the link connecting the two great 
industrialized countries, Great Britain 
and the United States; our member- 
ship in the commonwealth of free 
peoples gives us a world position 
much higher than would be warranted 
if we stood alone; our great industrial 
technical skill helps us meet the re- 
quirements of any market; our rich 
store of natural resources assures 
supplies of raw materials indefinitely; 
and our historical capacity for toler- 
bears wins for us respectful attention 
| 


in the councils of nations. 

“Yet, some people persist in say- 
ling: ‘Times are going to be hard.’ 
| This is no occasion for thoughts of 
failure. 

“I refuse to believe that after so 
long-continued slow but sure progress 
mankind will allow itself to be an- 
nihilated by atomic bombs, or to be 
enfeebled by long drawn out decay, 
or paralyzed by disputes which ruin 
international trade and co-operation. 
This country should have no doubt of 
itself or of the contribution it can 
make to the world, All we need is 
faith in Canada and confidence in our 
own enterprise and energy to make 
the second half of this century greater 
and more abundant than the first 
which was, in a material sense, as I 
have shown, great indeed.” 


GENERAL MANAGER’S ADDRESS 


In presenting the financial state- 
ment, James Muir, General Manager, 
ireported assets of $2,007,546,978, the

The Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs has set up a system of coun- 


sellors throughout the country, and|ture of a truly 


no veteran should have any difficul- 
ty in locating tiem. Indeed, his near- 
est newspaper office is most likely 
to have the answer fastest.

partment stands ready “to make a 
complete investigation of any com: 
plaiit and if the department is at 
favit will only be too anxious — to 
correct any condition complained of.” 

To give even one more service to 
the discharged members of Canada’s 
fine democratic army, the government 
has evolved an arrangement between 
the Veterans’ and Labor Departments 
to give veterans out of work benefit« 
paid through the offices of the Un 
employment Insurance Commission 
after February 1. 

By using the benefits, the veteran 
does not need to spend his gratuities 
for living expenses while he is seek- 
ing a job. 

The benefits amount to $50 a month 
for a single man and $70 a month 
for a married man, with additional 
allowances for children. If a veteran 
has not found work witin 39 days 
after discharge, the benefits are draw- 
able for a perind equal to the length 
of service but not exceeding a year. 
TAX COLLECTOR TALKS BACK
